The Merchants? Losses —Deprived of every 
other palliation of their misconduct, tire sup- 
porters of the administration assert, that the sei- 
zures under Cadore’s letter, are a proof of the 
wisdom of the terrapifii system —Among many 
decisive answers, it is sufficient to suggest two: 
First, the attacks upon the neutral commerce of 
the United States admit of being clearly traced 
to the partiality and impoteney of actministration. 
As respects France, the submissive hemility 
with which her injuries and indignities were re- 
ceived, the unconcealed preference she had on 
all occasions over her rival, and the activity and 
success of the machinations of her partizans in 
managing the public opision, for which admin- 
istration encouraged and paid them, left her no 
room to doubt, that her proscription of all trade 
with Great Britain would be no more resisted 
than any of her former outrages upon our rights. 
Finding that the 
bare reserve of a right, at the signature of the 
treaty, negotiated about the same time with 
Great Britain by Messrs. Monroe and Pinkney, 
to retaliate the Berlin decree, if the American 
government submitted to it, had been the avow- 
ed cause of its rejection by Mr. Jefferson, 
France hesitated not to carry it rigorously into 
effect ; and England, losing the prospect of any 
alternative, came tothe determination of de- 
el:wing reciprocally France and her vassal Sta’es 
to be equally blockaded and inaccessible to our 
trade. There is not much reason to doubt, that 
a due degree of firmness exhibited on the first 
encroachments of Bonaparte, would have pre- 
vented the publication of the Berlin decree; and 
there isno question that a proper resistance to 
it after it appeared would have saved us the 
consequences of its being retaliated. ‘Chis view 
of the subject evinres, that the violation of cur 
commercial, neutral and national rights, which 
has gradually encreased to its present cnorimity, 
has been mstigaed instezd of obviated by the 
misconduct of the Exccutive. The facts are 
few and undeniable, and the inference from them 
clear and unavoidable. 

The next answer we have to make is, that if 
the true state of the temper and the indications 
of the intention of the French government had 
been disclosed, as they ought to have been, 
much, if not all, of the property sacrificed, 
would have been saved to the nation. Insicad, 
however, of candidly apprizing the merchants 
of the extreme daogers, which beset their com- 
merce with Prance and her satellites, they and 
the whole community were deceived by eleciion- 
eering stratagems, which repeatedly announced 
not only an harmonious intercourse, but « treaty 
upon the point of being arranged. We do not 
deny, tha: government may have some secrets, 
which pradence and the successful manage- 
ment of affairs forbid them to disclose, but they 
are bound to aflord so much Hyght as will serve 
the citizens to escape from imminent dangers of 
maynitade, and it is more particularly their du- 
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ty not to tead them blindfold upon those very 
dancers D5 representing none to exist. Mer-

JESUS CURIST, in this beantiful comparison, 
no dowbt invended to tmpress his followers with 
a sense of that unwearted care, solicitude, and 
deep interest, with which he shouid always watch 
over them. If we rcflect upon the various and 
tender offices which necessarily distinguish a 
cood Shepherd, we shall be ready to acknowl.

that character. 

Iv is the delight of a good Shepherd to be ev- 


er present with his sheep; to make himself 


known to them, that when he calls them they 
may hear his voice. Ife loves to increase his 
fold, and it can never appear too large for his 
unremitting care. Jesus Christ not only delighits 
to be present with his sheep, but hus promised 
that he will never leave them. ‘To make him- 
self known to them he has displayed himself in 
the most amiable and attractive point of view, 
by which they are ever ready, when he calls 
them, to obey his word. “That his fold may be 
always increasing he not only invites, but solt- 
cits every one to come to him; and when he has 
once prevailed upon any, he endeavors to secure 
them by continual and repeated acts of mercy. 

A good Shepherd will also be prepared to 
grad his sheep from every approaching danger ; 
to pracect them from enemmes wie may destroy, 
or tneves who may steal them from him, Je- 
sus Christ not only preserves his sheep from 
those worldly foes who would afflict and destroy 
them, but from the great encmy of souls who is 
ever watelitul to entice them to himself. Again, 
it isthe duty of a good Shepherd to feed his 
flock ; to lead it to the water brook and refresh 
it, by administesIng to its thirst. Jesus Christ 
conunually feeds his with the “ bread of life.” 
te conducts his sheep to “ living streams,” by 
which they shall never thirst ; which shall “ be 
inthem a well of water, springing up into ever- 
lasting life.” ’ 

itis snother tender office of a good Shepherd, 
constantly to review his flock, and if any one be 
missing, he willso himself in search of it, and 
though fatigued by exertion, he will still perse- 
vere, Ub having found it, he arkes it into his 
avis and returns'it tothe fold. Jesus Christ 
hasan ever waketul eye over his beloved ilock. 
He searches his straved sheep with unwearied 
assicuity ; he follows it withersvever it wancers, 
aud will not quit it; he eails to it and stretches 
forth his arms to welcome it; and when it re- 
pents and turns to him, he will receive it into 
his bosom and rejoiee over it. 

inthe last place, a good Shepherd wilt not 


a 


hesitate to risk-hts life for his sheep; he will ex- 
pose himself to tiose perils which threaten 
them, and wilh ward off with his own arm, or re- 
ceive into hisown bosom the blow wlacl+ is aun- 
edatthem. Jesus Christ has net only exposed 
himsclf to trials and dangers unexampled, but to 
save his sheep from impending rain, he volun- 
tarily laid down his h* tor them; to rescue 
them fiom te wrath which they merited, he 
braved all peril, atid that they through him, 
might attain e¥eriestiag life, he became asa 
Lamb himself, and was carried without.a blem- 
ish a sacrifice to the slaughter. 

In these various and atiectionste duties which 
illustrate a good Shepherd, Jesus Christ has ever 
deligined to distinguish himself He loves his 
sheep with a tenderness, Which not even their 
frequent alienations from him have power to di- 
minish. Me constantly, studies their number, 
avd delights to collect them together, that he 
may place himself inthe midst of them. He 
makes himself acquainte@ with all their wants, 
pities their infirmities, and never refuses his aid, 
when their own strength camot sustain them. 
He is never perplexed in discovering’ the true 
sheep which belong to himself: he Knows them 
by their dependence upon him, their entire and 
meck submission to his will, and their love for 
one another. He diffuses his own spirit over 
them, which is communicated from one to an- 
other, and by which they are all equaily emuious 
of pleasmg and imitating their divine Master.— 
Thev can encounter no danger however great, 
from which he is not ready and able to extricate 
thera ; no sorrow from which he wid not relieve 
them. 

Who is there, that would not become tte 
sheep of this good Shepherd? Who would not 
accent the offers which are continually made to 
dvaw every one into his fold?) Jesus Christ is 
the best master, in that he 1 never fatigued in 
the discipline of his sheep ; they are ofien obsti- 
nate,-but he wilt not be discouraged ; they are 
refractory, but he is always merciful; he is nev- 
er provoked to quit them, by which they would 
lose the path through which he has led them, 
become seattered abroad, and fall an easy prey 
to every snare that was kKuidforthem. He there- 
fore continues at their side, instructing, admon- 
ishing, and giving them comfort ; and-having led 
them through green pastures upon earth, he will 
atdength bring them to the garden of an heav- 
enly Paradise, where Urey shall reap to them-

Jed with spectators. Triumphal arches 
were crected in a number of villages. 
‘Their Majesties passed near Sr. Denis, 
at five o’clock yesterday afternoon, on 
their way to St. Cloud, with the greatest 
rapidity. a 

The day before the civil marriage of 
his Majesty the Emperor, the Chapter 
of Notre Dame will repairto Sr. Cloud, 
to carry thither the Imperial mantle and 
crown, Which was used at the coronation. 
The following day after the ceremony of 
the civil marriage, there wiil be @ fam- 
ily dinner at St. Cloud, which will be 
followed by a spectacle. The gardens, 
and especially the orangery, will be illu- 
minated in the most brilliant manner ; 
the waters, which are to play in the light 
will exhibit a perfectly novel sight. 

On the day of the religious ceremony 
the constituted authorities of the city of 
Paris wil! repair about noon, to ihe tri- 
umphal arch of l’E:toile, there to receive 
and compliment their imperial majes- 
ties on their entrance into the capital. 

It is believed that their impcrial ma- 
‘osties will go from St. Cloud to the 
Thuilleries by the Bois de Boulogne, the 
road of Neuilly, and the barrier of PE- 
twile ; they will alight from the carriage 
under the vestibule of the palace, the 
steps of which have been made passable 
for coaches. it seems to be fixed that 
the court will assemble in the Salon des 
Marechaux, and pass in procession in- 
to the great gallery of the Museum. In 
this immense room have been placed 
seats, in the form of an amphitheatre, 
for the accommodation of eight thou- 
sand persons, who have been invited to 
this ceremony. Through these brilliant 
ranks their majesties will proceed to the 
hall of pictures, where achapelhas been 
consecrated, in which the august couple 
will receive the nuptial benediction. — 
The high altar, decorated with basso re- 
lieves, executed under the directiorfof 
M. Biennas, the emperor’s goldsmith, 
the candelabra, ,the tabernacle, all the 
vessels and Ornaments necessary for di- 
vine service, are of the highest magnifi- 
cence, and will, it is presumed, be after- 
wards appropriated to the use of the 
chapel of St. Denis. 

Workmen «are extremely busy in e- 
recting the balcony from which their im- 
perial majesties will hear the concert, 
and observe the fire-works, which will 
be exhibited in the palace de 1Etoile. 

Some idca may already by formed of 
the effect which the iluminetion of the 
Thuilleries will produce independently 
of that of the buildings. The Sour-car- 
den, the wail of Port Tournans, thealicys 
of Indian chesnut, and the terraces, will 
be studded with yew trees and iluiniia- 
ted vase 
The finest spectacle will be preduced 
by the immense portico of fire presen- 
ted by the grand alley ; on cach side of 
this alley, includine the kind of broad 
vestibule formed at each extremity, are 
150 columns each of which will be ftr- 
wished with 27 lamps ; these col- 
umns are connected by a doubie frieze, 
which runs throughout the whole length, 
and wiil be capable of containing 33 
lamps between each column. Thus, 
this single partof the Hluaination will 
exiibit 18,000 lamps,many of which have 
doubie wicks. thirteen triumphal 
arches introduced on each side between 
the columns, will require neariy a like 
number c. variegated lamps. 

On the four interior fronts of the tri- 
umphal arch of L’Etoile are twelve cm- 
blematic medailions. The first, on the 
south tront, represents the emperor 
vith this inscription underreath, * The 
heppiness of the world is in his hands.” 
The second is the cypher of the emperor 
and empress, the inscription “we love 
her from our!» ¢ of him, we love her 
for herself.” The third a cupid hold- 
ing a helmet, &c.—* she will charm the 
leisure hours of the hero.” The fourth, 
atree—“ Tleis the author of our glory, 
he will render it eternal.” The fifih,a 
sun, rainbow, &c. “© She announces to 
the earth daysofserenity.” The sixth, 
an animal, kc. Theseventh, onthe north 
front, the empress— She will be to the 
French aiender mother.” The eighth, 
the cypher of the emperor and empress 
—*We owe to him the happiness of 
the august spouse who has given him 
so exalted a piace in her thoughts.” The 
ninth, the Scine—* His love will recog- 
nize the gift he has made us.” The 
tenth, the Danube—“ He enriches us 
with what he most dearly values.” The 
eleventh, the arms of the empire. The 
twelfth, the arms of Austria. 

The edifice which is constructing on 
the top of the turrets of Notre-Dame 
will represent the temple of hymen ; it 
will be 50 fect high. These turrets 
willnot be illuminated ; but the temple 
above them will be delineated by thou- 
sands of lamps, ard scen suspended in 
the air. This acrial palace will have 
for accessories twelve blazing comcts, 
anda great number of stars which will 
sparkle on the tops of the highest buid- 
tugsof the metropolis. 

The illumination ef the church of La 
Madelaine will represent the fecade of 
thetemple of glory, as it will sppear in 
a few years. 

The cupoia of ihe church of St. Ge- 
nevieve, will be 
inounted with maenincent Hiuminetions.

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and starsof tht lesion of honor, &¢—- 
lhe works in the interior of this church 
procecd with activity ; in a few months 
it will be paved with black marble and 
Nemours stole, Compariments, and in 
Mosaick, ; 

At the ends of the bridge dela Con- 
cord, and at the extremities of the abut- 
ments, will be placed eight obclisks,each 
70 feet high, for illuminations: and on 
the balustrades of that bridge, will he e- 
rected columns, at intervals, surmounted 
with crowns. 

_ A magnificent illumination is prepar- 
ing for the whole facade of the garden of 
plants, facing the bi idge of Austerlitz.— 
The iamps will exhibit the figures of ele- 
phants, camels, &c. 

Itis said that the fetes will not imme- 
diately succced the marriage ceremony. 
Pheir majesties will go the following day 
to Compiegne to spend the month of A- 
pril; the rejoicings will begin with the 
month of Moy, and last till the conclusion 
of it. 

“he count de Secur has issued a no- 
tice that the civil marriage of the empe- 
rourand king, will be on the Ist of Anvil, 
in the palace of St. Cloud. The count 
has also issued an official Programe re 
lative to the civil marriaee—from which 
we make a few extracts: * At one o’clock 
on the day fixed for the civil marriage, 
all those who are to compose the trata of 
their majesties will assemble in the pal- 
ace of St. Cloud, viz. those in the service 
of the empress, in the saloons of her a- 
partment, on the side of the garden, and 
those in the service of the emperour in 
the saloons of his apartment, next to that 
of the empress, on the side of the court.” 

* Such cf the persons invited as can- 
not find accemmodation in the gallery, 
will remain in the Saloon of Mars and 
the grand apartments of the emperour, 
to see the precession. 

* At the bottom of the gallery will be 
placed, on an estrade, two arm chairs, 
surmounted with a canopy; that on the 
right being for the emperour, and the o- 
ther on the left for the empress. Atthe 
foot of the estrade, and on the side of it, 
will be a tabie covered with rich tapestry, 
znd with an ink stand, and the registers 
cf the civil state placed thercon.” 

Then follows the order of procession. 
—After the procession has reached the 
gallery, and the Heralds and Pages 
branched off, “ The Officers and Grand 
Officers of France and Italy, the Maids 
of honoxr, and the Robing Women, will 
proceed to take their station according to 
their rank behind their majesty’s chairs. 
—Their inperial Majesties will take 
their seatson the throne ; the Princes and 
Princesses to the right and lett of the es- 
trade in the following order, and accor- 
ding to their relation of blood :——To the 
riehtof the empcrour—-Madame ; Prince 
T.ouis Napoleon. king of Holland; Prince 
Jerome Napoleon, king of Westphalia ; 
-—-Prince Borehese, duke cf Guezalia ; 
Prince Joachim Napoleon, King of Na- 
pies ; Prince Eugene, Viccroy of Italy ; 
the Prince Arch Chancellor, the Prince 
Vice Grand clector.—To the left of the 
Empress, the Princess Julia, Queen of 
Spain; the Princess Hortensia, Qucen cf 
Holland; Princess Catharine, Queen of 
Westphalia; the Princess Eliza, Grand 
Dutchess of Tuscany ; the Princess Pau- 
lina; the Princess Caroline, Queen of 
Napies; theGrandDuke ot Wurtzburg ;
